CHAPTER ‘TO 
Sha mime of SCHOLEY*SCHOOLEY in England 


Numerous inctancea have been found in authentlo 
records @uch as pzrish church registerea anc military 
rolls and court decrees, and sentences relating to 
famiiy vatztes, which establish the great antiquity 
of the name of Scholey-Scohcoley in England. More 
frequent montion of tha mama my be found in the 
various records or dommoentea pertaining to religious 
ory commercial life in Yorkshire though the mune 
often appears in other counties of England in ancient 
as Wall as in modorn times. 


The ona persomlitywith whom most of tha Schooleys 
in America are interested was the immigrant from | 
England, John Scholey, Senior, the father of Rokoa$ 
Thomas and John, Junior, who with their descendents 
provided the bulk of the revised history embraced in 
this book. John Scholey was born or baptised in the 
year I609 in Northamptonshire in Wxgrand His. father 
wis Richard Scholey whose residsnce wae at Haston-on- 
Hill in the Barony of Stamford near the eity of . 
Stamford. This Richard had thres sons--Richard, 

John and Anthony. Richard was the eldeat and Anthony 
wae the youngest. Richard and John while quite yourg 
man and at home with their fathers family had received 
WK udufcinrs' from the leases and tenements owned by 
theiz father at Colla Weston and Stewkley. About the 
year I63I these two brothers want northward into York- 
ghire and apparently among relatives, Both remained . 
for many years it appears and had their homes at times 
in the parish of Aston eum Aughton in the Wapentake of 
Strafforth and Tickhill in the West Ridings of York- 
ghira about six miles aast from Shaifiald and about. 
four milas south from Rotherham. 

John Scholoy was marriod with Elizabeth Fletcher,

daughter of Riciiard and Alice (Hilica) Flatchor. Both 
Were thon of the parish cf Rotharham. They wore married 
on the gard. of April in the yoar 1633. (Rotherham 
Marriage Ragistar). a&p ths next month his brothar 
Richard was marrisd with Hlizabsoth Youle by the rector 
of All Saints in Aston. (Aston Marriags Rogistor ) 


To John and Blizabath wera bern Richard in 1655 who 
in I667 marrisd Hlizabsth Graene of the parish cf 
Rotherham. (Retharham Marriage Ragistor). Richard died 
in I686 and was burisd at All Saints cf Aston. (ALI 
Sainte Burial Ragister). Hllen whe 1n 1654 was of 
Rotherham and in that year marriod Hanrya Barton of 
Fariugncon. William was born in 16490 and disd in I7I4. 
His rasidanca was at Aughtou and he tie a manbar of tha 
(Quaker) Mgating at Balby. (English Frisnds Recocrds ). 
Rebart wis born in tha year I€48 and married Sarah 
Bingham. Hs diad in America in 1689. (Sse Chapter III). 
Thomas wae born in I650 and marriad in 1686 in Amarioa 
and dled in 1724 in Amsrica. (Note—--Robort and Thomas 
gach had a daughtor namad Hlizabsoth.. Hach of them had 
& son maniod William, All four born in America). 

John Scholev's (Scolie) sacond marriaga was in 1660 
With Issabelle Hancook, daughter of Robert and ~------- 
Hancock of the parish of Shaffisid. (Sheffield Mar-... 
riage Rogister). To this mating was bern "John, sonne 
of John Scholev, Oct. 15, 1676", (Bapiisme Register of 
All Saints of Aston). In America “Tohn sonne of John" 
beoima known as John Schohoy, Juntr. (Note--John Jre 
had a daughter nimed Isabe!.). 

The principal hona of theses Scholeye in England Was 
about cna-half mile west of the ancient village of 
Aughnion. ,The psople calied it at tines "Scholeys 
Cepse" or ‘Scheley" or as Swmallage Farm.  Thsso prop- 
arties were known as the Scholoy homea Sat scoves of , 
yeirs. This farm of now (1950) about eighty acres lies 
upon an elevation and has an open view of Aughton and 
Aston and also a view westward oyer ths River Rother to 
Woodhouse and Handsworth which towns are situited about 
One and & half and two miles away. Noar Smallauge House 
ara thea ages old woodlands--Falconer Wood, Treeton Wood 
and Hail Mary Wood. The principal roadway weatward 
from Aughton was Smallage Lana which passes Srallugs

House and down the hil] to Woodhouse Mill station of 
the Great Cantral Railway and the North Midland Line 
Which railroads traverse the Rother Valley, ,,phe River 
Rothar meanders through the meadows of the,on ite way 
northeasterly ang joins ths River Don at Bow Bridge in 
Rotherham. The anoiant rural beauty of this section of 
country is now marred by unsightly colliarias. 


The parish chureh of ths parish of Aeton om Aughton ie 

All Saints at Aston, a half mila south sast from Aughton. 
‘Thea church overlooks larga Aston Park. Tha antiquity of 
this church is provan by an unbraksn registry of rectors 
for tha year 1269 avers the Rotharham Daily Advertiser. 
The churohvs ragistars of baptisms, marriages and buri~ 
als have dates of hundrade of years ago. They hava the 
marias of many Scholeys spalled in saveral variations. 
In tha old and now closed burial ground of All Sainte 
ara the burial vaults of Scholays of the yaars inter- 
vaning I500 to I600. Inecriptiona on the stone vaults 
bear the names of Scholeys of Smallage Farm House, 


Richard Scholey of Stamford Barony, father of John 
of Aughton, died in ths yaar 1638. His will bora the 
data of Saptanber Grd. of that year and was probated 
the @Bch. of October 1638. His son Anthony was then 
Nundor age 282i", but in the naxt month ha wes allowed 
by the court to act as axacutor of his father's Wille 
This will\ provided that the testator ba "buryad in 
tha “ehurch yard of the Parish Church of St. Martins in 
Stamford Baron", Bequests ware made therein "to the 
Poore of Haston on the Hill", "to my son Anthonia the 
houss in St. Martins, also the house in Haston on tha 
Hill wherain I now liva"®, (Records of Prorogativa 
Court ) 


Richard Secholey of Stamford Barony in Northampton 
was the son of Richard Schocley and Any------, his wife, 
of QCadwoll in Bedfordshire, Huglind. Cadwell was lo- 
catad about ong nile woes fron tha town of Badford on 
thea Rivor Ousa which was tha location of tha Priory of 
the Ordar of tha Holy Cross ostablished in the rejgn 
of King John. Richard of Cadtoil disd in the year I690

CHAPTER THREE 
Miscellanea 


Tuo soetion of country in Wast Jeraey which became 
tha location of the Friends Colony or Quaker Settlement 
in tha last quarter of tha I7th. century (1675~1700) was 
comprisad in a rectangle of irrogular lines following 
the coursg of the Delaware River southward from fhe Falls 
(now Tranton)xbout twanty mile& and exteniing n3aarly the 
samo distance eastward. In this ssetion of tha country 
the Friends or Quakers predominatsd in numbers or indi- 
viduals during the half century (1675-1725) and thay also 
dominatad in the influonce of thair raligious and civie 
ideals, During -.ost of tha yaars of that half contury 
other raligious: and political organizations enjoyed 
equal liberty in thadr midst in tho wholesore and inepir- 
ing anviroment which pravalled in tho Quaker nalighbor~ 
needs. 


Burlingjon County durin’ nany yoars was conprised of 
neatly xll of Vast Jassay. From this county thars was 
orf anized Huntardon County in I7I3. From Huntsardon 
County was organized Morris County in 1738.From Morrie 
oyna Sussex County in 1753. From Sussex cana Warren 
County in 1884. Ths “irregular rectangle" rafarrad te 
was substantially tha Yorkshira Tanth and extandsd from 
the Assunpink Craek at Tho FalJs southward to Rankokus 
Craak south of Mte Holly .smbracing the territory of the 
prasant savan townships. 

Nottingham township was the northermmost one-raaching 
along tha Delaware River from Tha Falls to Crosawicks 
Creak. Chasterfield township was naxt south of Cross- 
wicks Craak and has Bordantown, Adjoli.ing on the south 

Cc? Chesterfield waa Mansfield tovmship having Florence 
ani Mansfiald. Noxt on the south was Burlington township 
having BuriingvTown -the county saat. Noxt south was 
Northampton township along Rankokus Crosk which has Mt.

"The crane 
barries mueh like cherries for color and bignass, an. 
dxorllant sauce is mado of tham for vanison, turkeys and 
Ovhes Sroat fowl", "Thay sara brought to our hovers by 
bud Indians". "WW hava brought to our houges by the In~ 
dilans savan or aight fat bucks a day". Stacy wrots of 
many kinds of fieh not known to the peopla of England. 
So wall satisfied were settlers here, ha said, that he. 
knows not ons among them "that desires to be in Erland 
again", The Delaware river drops about eight feet at 
The Falls and is the and of boat navigation. 


Thomas Budd, who ownad a share of a propriety in 
Weet Jersey, wrtos about 1677-~"Tho Indians hava been 
very servicaabla to us by selling us vanison, Indian 
corn, pease, beans, fish and fowl, buck skins and furre, 
beaver, otter and others". Ha describes a conference 
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GE AILg cf our FATHERS 
with the Indians to purchasa thelr lands, 


A latter, copied from the original, appears in Gor~ 
don's History of New Jersey (Published 1834). It was 
weitten by Mary Smith, a Friend, one of thse primitive 
Colonists, She was a daughtar of Robert Murfin and Ann, 
his wife, of Nottinghanshive, England, where sha was born 
in the yaar 1674. The Murfins cans ovor in tha yaar 
1678 on Tha Shield with Mahlon Stacy, Thomas Lanbart, 
Robert Scholay ani fanilies. Mary Murfin married the 
first Daniel Smith of Burlington, the butcher who signad

the sdeoutrix of John's will. Mary's lettor said thelr 
first henes were in Cavos or palisaded housss. The 
Indians brcught thom corn and vanison. Thasa Friands 
bought thadr lands fzem tio Indians, tha tracte balm 
described as reaghing from crgak to orask, which was 
Paid for to the Indians with Matoh coats, guns, hoes, 
hatchats, kettles &co.. When these goods arrived fron 
Bngland ani wara paid to tha Indians on tornms agracd 
upon tha gattlers took possession, but did not mova 
very far from tha river sattlemonts. Settlers had to 
suonit themselves “to maan Living", "pounding Indlan 
eorn ons day for tho noxt®.

were substituted and lagaiized for theiy uses, They 
Were Oposed to war. Women ware made the squal of men 
in thoir civil and religious priveleges or activities. 
They avoidad baptism and t..3 commuion Supper. Because 
of mumoaroug kinds and instances of peresoution in Em- 
lané. jn tha year 1676 Fanwicke and Byllinge, both 
Quakers ard CronweilLiinBeldiars, made a sattlamant 
for Friends in lower New Jeresy which they namad Salem. 
Quakers in Yorkshirs and London wera among tha largest 
purchasers of thair lands. 

In 1677-8 fiva vessals with sight hundred emigrants, 
chiefly Quakers, arrived at Burlington, Naw Jareay. 
Their Publis Assambly prohibited ths sala of "ardont 
apirite" to Indians. imprisonmant for dabt. Pann's 
colomy was opposed to slavary and forbad it by law 
in I7%2. "Frisnds ware always frionds of tha Amoriocan 
Indian", Tha oduss of unsectarian roligious sducation 
found in ths Quikors a staddy support." 


Gaorge Bancroft, tha Amarican Historian, Sacratary 
of tho U. Se Navy, founder of Annapolis Naval Acadamy, 
Ambassador to England and Gormany, said "Par from 
rajactimg Christianity, she Quaker insisted that he 
alona held it in its primitive simplicity. Tha skaptioc 
vibrated, tha Quaker was fixed. Ha lovad to ramambsr 
that tha patriarchs wera graziers, that tha prophats 
wera mgchanics and shaphords. To him there was joy in 
in the thought that the brightast image of divinity on 
garth had bean born in a manger, had boon rearad under 
thea roof of & carpanter, Ths Innar Light to tha Quaker 
ie not only a ravalation of truth, but the guida of 
Lifa and the oracla of duty."

Samuel Schooley, Junior or II, and Margaret Bron 
Gibbon wera married on the Oth. day of January 1766 at 
Lowsz Makefleld in Bucks County in Pennsylvania 


Samuel was the youngest child of Samuel Schooley and 
Avis Holloway, his wife. He was born in Bethlehem town- 
ship (near Quakertown) in Hunterdon County, New Jersey,. 
on February 16th. 1743. He died at his "Schooley's 
Ping Cresk Farms" near O¢ala in Grayson, now Carroll, 
County, Virginia in the early part of tha year 1832, 
aged 89 ysars. Margarat Gibbons was a daughter of 

Brown and the widow of Nathan Gibbons. She 
died at Newtown, New Jersey, in February 1767, agad 23 
years, Camual married again in ]770.

Huntor 's Scotch-Irish Colony 


Haar th) "Forks of ths DMelaware” meaning the conflu- 
onco of the Lehigh and Nalawary rivera in ths prasoant 
(1930) Nerthampton County, Pennsylvania. This tarmp. 
widely appliad, dénotas th» locality in which waa ev- 
tablishod ths Colony of Ulster Scotoh Presbyterians 
known as th» Hunter Sattlomants. There wsre originally 
three sactions of the settlamgnt. All threo were in 
what bscam2 the Mount Bathal (lppor and Lowor ) townships 
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cf Northampton County. Tha first esttlors locatad naar 
ths Iniian Villags of Sackhamvotig. This cclony was 
founded by Alaxandor Hunter, 2 rvesbyterian cidar and 
Preachs¢e, about tha ygars 1729-30. The Siliimans, Boyds, 
iyfles end Rass wore from naar .agnadowey iu tho wost of 
County Antrim, Irsland. In tha ysar 1746 Aloxe Huntar 
ind Thomas Silliman and othors potitionsd to have their 
township Boundsd. In 1748 Huntor was madg a Justics of 
ths Pyacya in that township which was than a part of 
Bucks County in Pasnn'a.

Arnold Thomas Schooley is a resident of Birmingham 
in Michigan. Place of his birth--a two story frame res- 
idence on West Seventh Street, near Santa Fe Avenue-- 
in Pueblo, Colorado. Was educated in the schools of Den- 
ver and Detroite Is a graduate of a Washington, De. Ceo 
school of Expert Accountancy. Is commissioned a Certi- 
fied Public Accountant by Michigan and other states. 
In World War 1 (1918) he enlisted in U. S. Army-Ord- 
nance Service. Was assigned as Auditor in Charge for the 
U. Se. Government at Plant operated by Hercules Fowder 
Co. at Nitro, West Virginia. After termination of that 
war he was auditor in government service at Washington 
in Income Tax intricacies. Has clientele of wealthy 
business organizations.

When he was young his. parents mov~ 
ed to northern Morgan County, Indiana. In March of 1841 
Uriah was married with Angelina Carter by Justice Hub- 
bard of Monrovia of said county. Angelind was a daughter 
of Joshua Carter and Elizabeth Maxwell, wife, of ad- 
joining Brown township.

Hiatt and his brother Joshua this writer has traditional 
and recorded data that Joselyn Hiatt's forbears soon 
after termination of War of American Revolution migrated 
to rural locations in North Carolina, Guilford and Surry 
Counties. The Hiatts were of English ancestry. Were 
early arrivals in Chester County, Pennsylvania, near 
New Garden and Oxford. Refer - Hinshaw'’s "Encyclopedia 
of American Quaker Genealogy." Joseph Hiatt was "cer- 
tificated" by Chester County "Friends Meetings" to 
Friends Meeting in Surry County in 1787 where and when 
he married Hannah Reese. In Ue. Se. Census of 1790 he was 
a resident of Surry County. Before 1807 Joseph, with 
Wm. Ballard, were two of only three settlers in Liberty 
Township of Highland County, Ohio, avers Publisher Scott 
of the Hillsboro Gazette in 1890 in his history of that 
county. His Friends Meeting place (Fairfield) was near 
Leesburg, same county. At this meeting he married Eliza- 
beth Ballard, widow. Fairfield certified Joseph to Lick 
Creek Meeting in Morgan County, Ind., between present 
Monrovia and Mooresville. Was taxpayer there in 1837 
and 1841. Smith & Hiatt operated grist mill at Moores- 
ville. In 1839 Joseph contributed $50. to fund to build 
Methodist Church at Mooresville. (Blanchard' History of 
Morgan County). Joseph Hiatt was a soldier in War of 
American Revolution. Enlisted in Chester County, Penn'a.

Sept. 9, 1778. Service at Boundbrook in 1777.

Nichols Bertram Schooley is a resident of Detroit. 
Was born in Denver on Clarkson Street, near Colfax Ave- 
hue on Capitol Hill, in a large brick residence. Was 
educated in the schools of Denver and Detroit. _Was 
graduated, summa cum laude, by the Detroit Central High 
School-Wayne University-and Detroit College of Law. He 
suspended his law course in 1918 and enlisted in the 
United States Navy for the duration of World War 1. He 
was yeoman and disbursing officer on the Cruiser Charles~ 
ton. Was in France and Paris several times and the Pan- 
ama Canal. Was member of law school fraternity--Delta 
Theta Phi. Received college degree~-Bachelor of Laws. 
Was commissioned Attorney at Lav by the State of IMichi- 
gan in 1920. Is vice-president of building supplies 
companye Is attorney in settlement of estates. Owns 
Several income properties. 


Married Rena E. Bailey at Coldwater, Michigan in 
1924. She was born in that city in 1898, the daughter 
of Robert Ray Bailey and Emma Hutchins who were Inarried 
there in year 1894.

Their ages at marriage were 23 
and 16. In year 1793 they moved westward to Whites-~ 
boro, above mentioned. The progenitor of this lineage 
was Captain Samuel Bailey, a native of Stephenstown. 
His wife was Ruth Clark who died in 1815, aged 73. 
yearse This couple also meved in 1793 to Whitesboro 
and in 1827 at the age of 87 Captain Bailey died. 

A published Roster of Soldiers of the American Revolu- 
tion of New York has names of Captain Samuel, Timothy 
and Stephen Bailey, his sons, of Raensalaer County. 


Bert (or Nick) and Rena have a family of two sons - 
Nichols Bailey Schooley and Ray Wilson Schooley, born 
1925 and 1936 respectively. <A daughter, Ruthann, all 
born in Detroit. Nichols B. and Ruthann are students 
of Redford High School. Nichols B. graduated from 
High School and enlisted in U. S. Navy in World War II 
before his 18th birthday.

Cameron Oakes Schooley is a resident of Detroit. 
Born in that city in a two story brick terrace resi- 
dence on Frederick Street near Brush Street. Was edu- 
cated in the schools of Detroit and was graduated from 
the old Central High School - Wayne University - in 
1921. He became interested and proficient in photo- 
praphic arts and a member of the Detroit Camera Club. 
His talent and love for music, inherited from his 
mother, induced him to attain qualifications therein 
and the use of musical instruments and memberships in 
orchestras. 

He acquired business qualifications as an accountant 
in his brother's office and as an executive in de- 
partments of large corporations. He was managing di- | 
rector of the printing establishment for a large chain 
stores company of Detroit.

Progenitors of the Landis families in America bought 
lands of the Conestoga Indians about the Conestoga River 
in northern Lancaster County, Pennsylvania, in 1717. 
These were the first white settlers in this county. 

Much of these lands, about Ephrata, Akron, Litiz and 
Landisville, after two centuries, are owned by descend- 
ants of Landis immigrants. Present Landis families are 
farmers, mill owners, bankers and public officials. 
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
